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■ FOOD DRIVE: Intake of donations doubles 

Wainfleet lines up 
to feed the hungry

WAINFLEET — Wainfleet was 
driven to give this weekend. 

People from the township and 
beyond flocked to the Wainfleet 
Arena parking lot on Saturday 
to give what they could for the 
Wainfleet Lions and Meridian 
Credit Union annual food drive. 

“We more than doubled our food 
intake,” said event chairman George 
DeRuyte, who was impressed by the 
more than two tonnes of nonperish¬ 
able food items collected. 

Along with food donations, the 
event yielded $1,300 in cash. 

All donations, both food and 
monetary, will be distributed 
among food banks that serve 
Wainfleet residents, including Open 
Arms Mission in Welland, Port 
Cares Reach Out Food Centre in 
Port Colborne and St. Vincent de 


Paul in DunnviEe. 

The Lions and several community 
volunteers were on hand through¬ 
out the day Saturday as steady line¬ 
ups of cars dropped off bags and 
boxes filled with donations. 

Lions were also called to pick 
up three truckloads of food from 
Meridian Credit Union. 

The credit union had issued a 
challenge to local schools and St. 
Elizabeth Catholic School and 
Winger Public School each jumped 
on board, DeRuyte said. 

The food collected at Meridian 
Credit Union came mainly from area 
schools as well as from community 
donors who dropped off items in 
advance of Saturday’s drive. 

“People know there’s a need,” 
DeRuyte said, and it’s that growing 
need that has people who are able 
to donate doing just that.

Lakeshore students walk for the world

WELLAND — Gators gath¬ 
ered Sunday to walk for the 

Lakeshore Catholic High 
School students put their best 
feet forward this weekend 
during the 21st annual Gator 
Walk. 

Part of Niagara Catholic 
District School Board's pil¬ 
grimage tradition, the Gator 
Walk drew about 350 people 
to the Port Colbome school. 

Though the pilgrimage is a 
tradition that began at Notre 
Dame College School 36 
years ago, it is now celebrated 
by high schools across the 
board as an opportunity to 
raise money and awareness 
of social justice initiatives 
across the globe. 

Each school raises funds 


through its respective walks 
to support various causes 
around the world. 

Lakeshore's funds will 
support St. John’s Catholic 
Elementary School and the 
Grange Seniors Home in 
Portsmouth, Dominica. 

Though the total for 
the Gator Walk hadn’t yet 
been tallied, the hope was 
to surpass last year’s total 
of $15,000, said teacher 
and walk organizer Katie 
McAllister. 

Several Lakeshore students 
are currently doing mission 
work in Dominica, McAllister 
said, and the money raised 
through the walk will assist 
with their efforts. 

During an assembly prior 
to the walk beginning, a video 
conference was held with the 
overseas students to hear 
about their experiences, she 


“It really helps them make 
the connection between what 
they're doing and what it 
means overseas,” said teacher 
Meghan Bodis, who also 
helped to organize the nine- 
kilometre walk. 

“They see that they’re part 
of the global community.” 

Throughout the week lead¬ 
ing up to the event, the stu¬ 
dent organizing committee 
held several pep rallies to 
help build excitement for the 
big day, McAllister said. 

“They’re really pumped 
for this," she said, only min¬ 
utes after the large crowd 
burst through a gigantic 
Gator banner to begin the 
journey. 

Following the walk, stu¬ 
dents were treated to a bar¬ 
becue lunch and live music 
to celebrate the day.

1812 memorial should 
be closer to the action 


N iagara, not Ottawa, is the best place for a national War 
of 1812 memorial. 

A new monument to commemorate the lives lost in the 
two-year conflict between the United States and Great Britain 
was announced Tuesday, as Prime Minister Stephen Harper’s 
Conservative government ramps up to its bicentennial. 

It’s encouraging to see efforts to commemorate the war 
which, of course, was waged in Canada — Britain’s North 
American colonies — and which was a defining moments in 
Canadian history. 

But there are a half-dozen Canadian communities that 
would be more appropriate hosts to such a memorial than 
what the bureaucrats call “the national capital region,” the 
politically correct term for Ottawa, and Gatineau, Que. 

In addition to Niagara Falls, Fort Erie and Niagara-on-the- 
Lake, cities like Windsor, Stoney Creek, Toronto, Kingston and 
Chateauguay outside of Montreal have more legitimate claims 
to the War of 1812 than Ottawa does. 

These are where the battles were fought or the soldiers and 
sailors were stationed. Where the action was. Where people died. 

Ottawa already has memorials to Canada’s war dead, 
including the National War Memorial, which commemorates 
the lives lost in the First World War, Second World War and 
Korean War. It would be appropriate to add 1812 to the 
conflicts whose dates are etched onto that memorial. 

But any new monument should be erected closer to where 
the action was. Put it in Niagara, and it could even be visible 
from the United States and stand as a testament to the peace 
that has endured for 200 years. 

For years, there had been a prevalent attitude the country’s 
national institutions belonged in the nation’s capital. That’s 
why it’s home to the National Art Gallery, Canadian War 
Museum, Canadian Museum of Civilization, national library 
and national archives. 

Previous federal governments had begun to loosen Ottawa's 
hold on national institutions. The new Canadian Museum for 
Human Rights, for example, is in Winnipeg. 

In his last days in office, Liberal prime minister Jean 
Chretien came up with a plan for a national portrait gallery 
that would display artwork depicting prominent figures in 
Canadian history. But Harper’s Conservatives were going to 
hold a competition among some prominent Canadian cities 
for the right to host that gallery. But the competition never got 
off the ground because the Harper government scuttled the 
portrait gallery project altogether. 

The Canadian government has to learn that an institution can 
have national significance even if it’s outside the capital region. 


About honouring my late in-laws 


W e have had three parental 
deaths in my wife’s family 
since July. Because one of them was 
my wife’s mother, she has now become 
an orphan, sounds strange but true. A 
family generation has passed. 

My Sister-in-law said, I will be glad 
when 2011 is over. 

My wife's parents, Eugene and 
Arlene (Mom and Dad) Felhaber were 
great mentors and I want to honour 
them in this column. 

They lived individually and as 
a couple knowing what was most 
important! They knew what would last 
forever and what would not. 

Dad went into the presence of His 
Saviour, Jesus, in January 2010. At his 
funeral I said, among other things, the 
following. In 1948, Eugene graduated 
from Moody Bible Institute (as their 
first flight school graduate) and came 
home convinced he was to serve Christ 
in the business world, upon which, he 
took an apprenticeship with a tool and 
dye making firm in Kitchener. 

He rose to become the president 
of the company and built two large 
plants and an international business 
— all the while pouring his life into 
the starting of a church, missions 
and the mentoring of many men, 
women and children in life skills, 
spiritual disciplines, and missions. 

He mentored but didn’t call it that 
specifically. 

He intentionally decided to retire 
at age 65 — with no regrets — so that 
he could spend more time mentoring 
his grandchildren and many others 
who were in his life. At the same time 
he gave all his energy and vision 


to the leading of church building 
teams in Italy, two in Japan, France, 
Spain and Italy. Through these years 
many were mentored in life skills, 
spiritual disciplines, mission vision 
and involvement. At 75, he again, 
intentionally, passed the torch of 
leadership to a younger man he had 
mentored to replace him. With no 
regrets and diminishing health he 
then turned to mentoring his great 
grandchildren and developed a prayer 
ministry whereby he could mentor the 
younger generation—teenagers, 20s 
and 30s — by listening, encouraging 
and guiding them into the way of 

One day he informed the youth 
pastor of his church that the Seniors in 
the church needed to develop a Youth 
Adoption ministry so all young people 
would have a senior adult to meet with 
and be prayed for. He took pictures, 
drafted biographies and put this into 

His prayer journal contained dozens 
of pictures and descriptions of all 
the youth with whom he spent time. 

To keep up with the missionaries in 
other lands he learned how to use a 
computer—and with his "seek and 
peck” style kept mentoring many 
missionaries all around the world. 

During Christmas of 2008, my two 
daughters-in-law, Cheryl and Chandra, 
challenged “Papa” to write his memoirs 
for all the family to have. With further 
loss of eyesight and use of his legs he 
pressed on mentoring young and old, 
while pecking away at his computer, 
laying out his life’s journey with his 
Saviour, his lover (Mom), friends and 
family. His goal was to have it printed 
and in our hands by Christmas of 2009 
— With hindsight we now see there 
was a sense of urgency to this final step 


of mentoring. 

In October of 2009 just two days 
after I returned home from a teaching 
trip to Istanbul, Turkey, Dad was 
diagnosed with terminal pancreatic 
cancer. With his health going downhill 
quickly, he hired an editor to finalize 
the draff of his life and commissioned 
my youngest son — whom he had 
mentored in the art of carpentry — to 
design and produce the outer cover. 

He mentors on through this book even 
tough no longer with us in body. 

Mom entered into the presence of 
Jesus on Sept. 17 of this year. She was 
a large part of Dad’s life and work and 
also all of ours. When we thought we 
were losing her on the Friday night she 
made it through and woke Saturday 
morning, first to say, oh. I’m still here 
and then as she looked at us said, “this 
is the day” with a radiant smile. We al 
knew what she meant. 

The last 10 hours of that day, her last 
day, were filled with radiance, smiles, 
laughter, and the blessing of grand and 
great grandchildren. She said to each, 
“keep loving Jesus.” My wife asked her 
Mom what it felt like to know she was 
dying and she said, it’s so peaceful — 

When its all been said and done, 
whatever is most valued comes out at 
the end of life. 

In their last times with us, neither 
Mom nor Dad ever talked of money, 
possessions or power, just family 
and their God. No U-Haul trailer 
accompanied their hearses to the 
cemetery. What they took with them 
was a faithful life, mentoring others in 
that life, prayer for others, generosity, 
love, people's lives touched and a 
settled hope of being with their God 
through faith in Jesus Christ. This is my 
tribute. What will you take?

Niagara-based folk and 
rock artist Kelly Macdonald 
will explore this concept as 
she combines education 
and entertainment 
while hosting a series of 
songwriting workshops at 
the Port Colbome Library in 
November. 


Having worked in 
classrooms throughout the 
region through the Learning 
Through the Arts program, 
she is known for using songs 
she has written to teach 
curriculum content.

woman, and her 16-year-old 
passenger, were treated at 
hospital and released. 

Thompson is survived 
by her partner of 30 years 
Craig Leppert, her parents 
John and Theresa Thompson 
of Wainfleet and her sister, 
Tammy McAndrews.

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■ MPP: Sworn in Thursday 

Forster already working for future constituents

WELLAND — Though she 
hasn't been officially sworn in 
yet, MPP-elect Cindy Forster 
is out working for the people 
of Welland riding. 

Since her victory at the 
polls on Oct. 6, the 58-year- 
old registered nurse says 
she’s been meeting with con¬ 
stituents and eagerly awaiting 
the legislative session to get 
underway. 

Forster was sworn in to 
her new position Thursday at 
10:50 a.m. 

"I’m looking forward to 
getting that done,” she says 
with excitement — though in 
her mind her role as MPP has 
already begun. 

Forster has participated 
in two NDP caucus meet¬ 
ings thus far and has been 
addressed by many constitu¬ 
ents regarding area issues. 

Most recently, it was 
brought to her attention that 
patients of a retiring Welland 


doctor were forced to pay 
"exuberant fees” in order to 
have their medical records 
transferred, she says. 

In response to what she 
says are unwarranted costs, 
Forster wrote a letter to 
Health Minister Deb Mathews 
requesting assistance for the 
nearly 1,800 patients, many of 
them seniors, impacted with 
the charges. 

As she pledged during 
the election, Forster contin¬ 
ues to have her sights set on 
improving conditions regard¬ 
ing both health care and jobs 
— issues that are prominent 
not only in Welland riding 
but throughout Ontario. 

“That’s where we all need 
to turn our minds to across 
the province,” she says, 
adding both are in need of 
equal attention. 

During the last caucus 
meeting she attended on 
Tuesday, Forster was asked 
to indicate to Ontario NDP 
Leader Andrea Horwath 
where her areas of interest 


are. 

She's indicated a wish to 
focus on health care, labour 
issues, and municipal affairs 
and housing, and expects that 
by Tuesday the decision will 
have been made on where 


her focus will lie. 

“Those are my areas of 

“I’m just waiting to see 
what she gives me.” 

Regardless of her focus, 
Forster says both she and her 


party will be “working with 
all parties to get some real 
results for people who live in 
Ontario.” 

"We want to see people live 
in a more affordable, health¬ 
ier, greener community.” 

“People have to work 
together to achieve some 
results,” she says, adding the 
Liberal minority makes legis¬ 
lature “more like negotiation” 
than it otherwise would be. 

It's a position Forster is 
comfortable with consider¬ 
ing her longtime position as a 
labour relations officer for the 
Ontario Nurses’ Association. 

Forster will serve her final 
day as an ONA rep on Nov. 
7, and her resignation from 
her other position, as one of 
Welland’s two directly elected 
regional councillors, became 
effective on Monday. 

"I have 21 years worth of 
files to transfer from working 
with the ONA,” Forster says, 
adding she’s working hard to 
get housekeeping completed 
on her old positions while 


beginning her latest. 

Forster will remain in the 
office of longtime NDP MPP 
Peter Kormos at 60 King St., 
in the same building as NDP 
MP Malcolm Allen, and is 
keeping on Kormos’s staff. 

“They’re all very experi¬ 
enced and the (Welland) 
community knows them 
well,” she says. 

Forster is hopeful residents 
of the riding's other munici¬ 
palities will get to know staff 
better soon enough. 

To help improve com¬ 
munication with constitu¬ 
ents, Forster’s staff are cur¬ 
rently seeking spaces in 
other municipalities within 
the riding — including Port 
Colbome, Wainfleet, Thorold 
and south St. Catharines— 
that can be used for satellite 

This will allow for constitu¬ 
ent work to be done in differ¬ 
ent municipalities through¬ 
out the week, offering better 
accessibility for the people of 
the riding.
